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Council adopts 1-week 
limit on building permits

Over the objections of local 
builders, Upland City Council 
Monday adopted a one-week 
limitation on issuing building 
permits. 7 

The emergency ordinance — 
passed 4-0 with Councilman Bill 
Bottlin absent — will require Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District to 
guarantee sewer capacity before a 
building permit is issued for any 
development in Upland., 

Council members noted the 
ordinance would be proof that the 
cities can control the sewage 
problem. A state-imposed building 
moratorium was averted Friday on 
promises that local governments 
would work together to solve the 
problem of overloaded sewage 
treatment facilities. 

Upland is not expected to issue 
any building permits during the one- 
week emergency ordinance. City 
Manager Lee Travers said CBMWD 
cannot issue letters guaranteeing 
sewer capacity until a regional 
allocation system is approved by 
West End cities and the county. 

The allocation would be based on 
the amount of sewage each area 
historically has sent to Regional 
Plant 1 and on the assessed 
valuation of each area. 

Without such an allocation plan, 
residential subdivisions already 
approved for the tricommunity area 
would use up all the additional 


Group works to change homemakers image

The common view of housewives 
— or homemakers, as many prefer 
to be called — is that they “‘sit 
around all day and watch 
television,’’ according to Uplander 
Gayle King, who feels it is time for 
homemakers to receive full credit 
for all the contributions they make 
to the family and society. 

Mrs. King is working to change 
the picture of homemakers as 
women who ‘‘don’t work’ by 
forming a Pomona Valley chapter 
of the Martha Movement, a 
nationwide organization for 
homemakers. 

Women shouldn't be considered 
‘“‘just housecleaners,’’ she said 
noting that society should recognize 
the management skills necessary 
for running a home and raising a 
family. 

Mrs. King credited the Martha 
Movement with emphasizing the 
skills women use as homeamkers. 
“T didn’t realize purchasing was 
part of my job,”’ she said noting that 
the stereotyped idea of shopping is 
that women are ‘‘having fun buying

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sewer capacity which will be 
provided by a planned expansion of 
the regional plant. 

Councilmembers were somewhat 
split on the need for an emergency 
limitation of building permits with 
Ina Petokas and Mayor George 
Gibson stating the néed for the cities 
to prove they can handle the sewage 
problem. 

Councilman Hal Bailin indicated 
concern with adopting an important 
ordinance in a special meeting 
without a public hearing for citizen 
input. 

The council will review the 
limitation on building permits at the 
regular council meeting 7 p.m. 
Monday. 

Five developers opposed the 
council’s action with most 
indicating the sewage problem is not 
as severe as official reports would 
indicate. 

Jim Smirl, president of the Baldy 
View chapter of the Building 
Industry Association, said the 
limitation on building permits will 
have no practical effect on sewage 


flow since homes could not be built ~ 


before June when a nonreclaimable 
flow line with additional capacity 
will be opened. 

Smir] also opposed the allocation 
plan which would favor future 
development in Upland and Ontario 
and penalize already-approved 
development in the tricommunity 
area. 


“Is it fair to take the allocation 
from approved tracts and reserve it 
for the future for someone who has 
not yet made that financial 
commitment?”’ he asked. 

City officials are afraid of a state- 
imposed moratorium, but ‘‘now 
we're doing it to ourselves,”’ 
developer Bob Mills said and added 
the state-imposed building 
moratorium wouldn’t be ‘‘much 
worse”’ than Upland’s proposal. 

He noted that the West End will 
have sufficient sewage capacity 
with the introduction of the 
industrial line through Los Angeles 
County to the ocean. Sewage 
treatment officials propose to 
‘“‘scalp’’ residential sewage by 
sending it through the 
nonreclaimable line rather than 
treating it locally. 

Builder Richard Lewis said, ‘“‘The 
city is making a mistake’ and noted 
that council members have no 
assurance other cities and the 
county will also limit building 
permits. Instead of protecting 
sewage capacity, he said, the city 
could find that other areas will use 
up the sewage capacity without 
Upland getting its share. 

Developer Frank McDonald said, 
“There’s no way they’re going to 
shut that sewage plant down’’ and 
added Kaiser Steel has been 
violating state and federal 
regulations for years without being 
closed.

frilly clothes.” 

Actually, she said, shopping 
involves buying children’s clothing 
and men’s shorts and trying to find 
the quality items at a good price. 

Women are also stuck with the 
image that they’re only interested in 
how to make a better apple pie — or 
a good cup of coffee, as the 
advertisements show, 

But, said Mrs. King, ‘‘I’'m a 
nutritionist reading articles — to 
increase my understanding in the 
field and to improve my family’s 
health.” 

Homemakers do not want to 
depend on their husband’s jobs — or 
their own former careers — for 
their importance, she said and 
added, ‘‘I want recognition for what 
I’m doing now as an important job.”’ 

Instead, even homemakers 
themselves say, ‘‘I don’t do 
anything, I’m just a housewife,” and 
society has the view that a person 
“can’t fail at housekeeping. There’s 
no place lower to go,’ Mrs. King 
commented. 

“It all comes down to 
economics,’’ she said and noted that 
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homemakers don’t make any money 
so they don’t have any worth or 
status in society. 

The Martha Movement 
encourages homemakers to 
“psychologically” give themselves 
credit for half of their husbands’ 
salary by realizing that their work 
for the family makes the husband’s 
work possible. 


The realization that they are 
contributing to the family and are 
actually worth half of the husband's 
salary gives some homemakers a 
‘tremendous boost,’’ Mrs. King 
said, but noted that the situation 
still isn’t quite “‘fair’’ since the 
average woman with small children 
works 99 hours for her half of the 
family salary in comparison to her 
husband’s 40 hours. 


The important thing is the self- 
confidence the woman gains in 
realizing that her work has actual 
value, she said adding that the 
Martha Movement is working to 
change the attitude of each 
homemaker rather than the attitude 
of society.

“First of all the homemaker has 
to realize she’s important,”’ she said 
and noted that as women change, 
many of their husbands’ attitudes 
will change also. 

Mrs. King said the Martha 
Movement is fighting for family 
unity since a woman’s unhappiness 
also affects ‘‘her children, her 
husband, her family, her home.” 

Loneliness, isolation, and lack of 
communication are major problems 
for homemakers — particularly 
those with young children. 

“T feel so lonely sometimes to talk 
with other women”’ of the same age 
and circumstances, she said noting 
that women communicate on the 
“gossip’’ or ‘‘small talk’’ level but 
seldom share on the level of feelings 
or solving problems together. 

Alcoholism, drug dependency, and 
child abuse are all problems wich 
center in the home stemming from 
the isolation of women, Mrs. King 
said noting that the Martha 
Movement helps isolated 
homemakers get in contact with 
others who share their interests and 
provide support. 

Chapters form an ‘‘in-touch’’ 
service which can help the 
inexperienced mother find other 
homemakers who have a wealth of 
experience about raising children 
and managing households. 

‘‘We're such a source of 
information, but we’re so isolated,” 
she said noting that homemakers 
are never consulted when 
conferences are held to discuss 
“food wate in the home” or ‘‘babies 
and colic.”’ 

A local priority for the Martha 
Movement is to establsih a child 
care cneter at Montclair Plaza 
where women could leave their 
small children while they are 
shopping. 

“Have you ever seen anyone 
happy shopping with a small child?”’ 
Mrs. King asked and noted the 
stores would benefit too since a 
woman’s shopping is limited by the 
child’s attention span and ability to 
keep up. 

Other projects include a monthly 
newsletter, an information service, 
a skills identification program for 
homemakers who need to work, and 
a national awards program 
recognizing outstanding 
homemakers. 

The Martha Movement is not 
associated with any political or 
religious organization and is open to 
any woman ‘‘who identifies with the 
role of homemaker,” according to 
Mrs. King who noted that Elenor 
McGovern is a_ national 
representative for the group. For 
information on the Martha 
Movement, call Mrs. King, 982-7966.

Freeway hearing 


A legisiative hearing on whether the state should be 
ordered to complete the proposed Foothill Freeway 
through Upland and Alta Loma has been scheduled for 
May 3. 

A package of bills to require the California Depart- 
ment of Transportation to build the freeway from San 
Dimas to San Bernardino will be considered that day by 
the Assembly Transportation Committee in Sacramento. 

The key bill (AB 468) was introduced by Assemblyman 
Bill Lancaster, R-Covina. The bill would: 

—Require the state to start construction of the 
treeway by 1983. 

—Direct the state to purchase the remaining land in 
the freeway’s path. 

—Instruct the state to take all preliminary steps 
toward freeway construction, including preparation of 
the necessary engineering and environmental studies. 

That bill would apply only to that part of the Foothill 
Freeway between San Dimas and the Devore Freeway 
(Interstate 15). 

If that bill fails in the state legislature or is vetoed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., Lancaster has introduced 
two companion bills to accomplish two of the first bill's 
goals — but they do not include the mandate for freeway 
construction. 

One bill (AB 469) would apply to the full freeway route 
between San Dimas and San Bernardino. The other bill 
(AB 470) would apply only to that part of the freeway 
route within Los Angeles County.

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State backs off f

The state backed off Friday from 
a ban on new sewer connections in 
most of the West End, thus allowing 
home construction to continue at its 
rapid pace. 

However, the state ordered the 
Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District to clean up the wastewater 
it discharges from its Ontario 
Sewage treatment plant, now 
operating at capacity, or face the 
threat of further state intervention 
— including a fine of $10,000 per day. 

And after a six-hour hearing in 
Upland City Hall, members of the 
state’s Santa Ana Regional Water 
Quality Control Board said they 
could — and would — reimpose a 
ban on new sewer connections if 
local governments do not slow down 
growth and thus restrict new 
sewage flows. 

But after lengthy debate, board 
members decided that local 
governments and the building 
industry now »recognize the 
consequences if steps aren’t taken 
to relieve the overloaded Ontario 
plant. 

In the meantime, however, 
building permits for construction of 
an estimated 6,500 to 10,000 homes 
on lots in subdivisions previously 
approved by local governments can 
be issued without restriction. 

Another 3,500 to 5,000 homes for 
which building permits have already 
been issued would have been 
exempted anyway from the ban on 
new sewer connections the board 
had been considering. 

These 10,000 to 15,000 new homes 
will add an estimated 3 million to 4.5 
million gallons of sewage daily to 
the Ontario plant’s load. 

The plant serves Ontario, Upland 
and the county’s fastest growing 
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area — the unincorporated 
communities of Alta Loma, 
Cucamonga and Etiwanda. 

Montclair’s sewer system is 
scheduled to be connected to the 
Ontario plant later this year. 
Fontana’s sewer system is 
scheduled fo: connection in 1981. 

The state board’s decision not to 
ban new sewer connections which 
would have imposed a moratorium 
on most construction in the West 
End was applauded loudly by the 
300 people, many of them builders 
and construction workers. 
remaining in the audience. 

All but one of nearly 40 witnesses 
— most from local governments and 
the building industry — urged the 
board not to ban new sewer 
connections for three basic reasons: 

—That a line to be completed by 
early June in the Cucamonga area 
would help relieve overloading at 
the Ontario plant by diverting up to 3 
million gallons of sewage into a 
larger line normally used to carry 
nonreclaimable industrial waste. 

Sewage in the larger line is 
treated by the Los Angeles County 
Sanitation District before it is 
dumped into the Pacific Ocean. 

Sewage in the new Cucamonga 
line will consist of household waste 
and some industrial waste. The 
dumping of household waste is 
considered temporary, until the 
Ontario plant can be expanded in 
1980 or 1981. 

—That even a short-term ban on 
new sewer connections, one lasting 
only until extra sewage can be 
diverted seaward and overloading at 
the Ontario plant is relieved, would 
not restrict the flow of sewage 
effectively — and would still hurt 
the local economy. 

—That local governments and the

building industry will be able to 
agree soon on a regional growth 
policy which in effect would limit 
new sewage flows until the plant is 
expanded. 

The lone witness in favor of a ban 
on new sewer connections was Peter 
Faust, an Ontario resident and 
coordinator of an energy project at 
Cal Poly State University, Pomona. 

“Unless there’s something they 
(local governments) can legally be 
held to, they’ll do absolutely nothin 
at all,’ Faust said. : 

But Ray W. Ferguson, general 
manager of the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District, said local 
governments ‘‘recognize fully the 
problem at hand and have come to 
an understanding of the need for an 
orderly, regulated growth 
program.”’ 

Arguing vigorously against a 
sewer connection ban, he said, ‘“‘Our 
house is coming into order. We will 
manage our affairs so that the 
district will not violate water 
quality standards. An order from 
this board is not necessary.’’ 

Jim Smirl, president of the Baldy 
View chapter of the Building 
Industry Association of California, 
added, ‘One positive benefit of 
these hearings has been the 
awakening of the awareness of the 
entire community with regard to the 
strong need for a sensible and fair 
regional growth management 
policy.” 


Conceding that ‘an advisory 
committee of local governments 
and the building industry had made 
progress toward a regional growth 
plan in the past month, Ruth B. 
Anderson of Riverside, the state 
board’s chairman, took issue with 
Ferguson’s optimism. 





“It (progress) has been good 
under the threat of this meeting. 
Whether it will continue that 
momentum (without a sewer 
connection ban) is something I 
seriously wonder,’ Mrs. Anderson 
said. 

“T’ve listened to promises which 
have not been fulfilled ... and the 
only times we’ve seen action is 
when there has been a threat from 
this board. I really believe that 
people only do what they have to 
do.” 

Margaret Chandler of San 
Bernardino, another board member, 
said she could support such a ban 
“because I think it is the one thing 
that will force the county into sitting 
down with the cities in developing 
their growth plan.” 

But J. William Murphy, a board 
member from Chino, said such a ban 
was ‘“‘too serious for us, as a board 
appointed by the governor, to do.”’ 

Murphy said the board had 
already ordered the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District to stop 
discharging substandard 
wastewater from the Ontario 
sewage treatment plant 
“forthwith.” 


He agreed with opponents’ 


_arguments that not enough homes 


can be completed in the next month 
and a half to make a difference in 
increased sewage flows until the 
line for seaward diversion can be 
finished, ‘‘and they (district 
officials) are going to get it 
corrected by then or they’re really 
going to get their hands slapped.”’ 

Charles Schmidt, a board member 
from Calimesa, agreed with 
Murphy, saying the board’s cleanup 
order to the district ‘‘is all the 
threat they need.”’

QUESTION: I recall that last year the Upland Police 
Department had a bicycle safety program. Anything of 
this nature for this year? A.M. 

ANSWER: The month of May has been declared 
Bicycle Safety Month. Members of the Upland Police 
Department, along with members of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California, will be conducting a safety 
program at grade schools for the students. The Bicycle 
Safety Lane will be used when presenting this program. 
This special device is used for checking the physical and 
mechanical condition of bicycles, such as handle bars, 
seat adjustment, gear ratios, etc 


QUESTION: When are the light poles going to be 
installed at the Greenbelt Little League Fields? D.W. 

ANSWER: Fred Tauton, recreation director has 
received information from the Federal Aviation Agency 
that a variance for the light poles has been allowed and 
work will again get underway. Reason for the delay was 
that the 75-foot poles were in a clear zone for the airport 
and a variance had to be obtained before the poles could 
be installed. The United States Navy Seabees will begin 
the work in June. 


QUESTION: What is the purposes of the Upland 
Municipal Code and what happens to a person if he or she 
fails to comply with any of the rules? E.Z. 

ANSWER: The purpose of the Upland Municipal Code 
is to codify and publish in one consolidated and indexed 
book form those ordinances of the city of Upland 
governing the establishment of certain city offices and 
boards; the conduct of city government; organizations to 
cope with disasters; fire prevention; police and traffic 
regulations; prohibition of certain defined acts, and 
punishment for violation of code provisions; regulations, 
control and licensing of businesses, trades, professions 
and other occupations; health and safety regulations; 
use of land in the city; regulation of city streets; 
establishment of a public library; and other general 
interest matters. 

Any person violating any of the provisions or failure to 
comply with any of the mandatory requirements of the 
Upland Municipal Code is guilty of a misdemeanor. Any 
person convicted of a misdemeanor under the provisions 
of the code is punishable by a fine of not more than $500, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail for a period not 
exceeding six months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. Each such person shall be guilty of a 
separate offense for each and every day during any 
portion of which any violation of any provision of the 
code is committed, continued, or permitted by such 
person and shall be punishable accordingly. 

In addition to these penalties, any condition caused or 
permitted to exist in violation of any of the provisions of 
the code shall be deemed a public nusiance and may be, 
by the city of Upland, summarily abated as such, and 
each day such condition continues shall be regarded as.a

County supervisors finally decided 
Monday where they want to place a 
clinic to attract more family 
doctors, but the change in location 
will delay a $500,000 foundation 
grant for the clinic’s operation. 

Over two supervisors’ protests, 
the board will propose a Central 
Valley location for the clinic — in 
Fontana, Rialto, Colton or 
Bloomington. 

The proposed new location, which 
differs from the original site across

from the county medical center in 
San Bernardino, will have to be 
approved by the Robert Wood 
Johnson Foundation before the 
county can receive a grant of 
$499,967. 

The foundation, based in 
Princeton, N.J., is associated with 
Johnson and Johnson, the medical 
supply manufacturer. 

Supervisor Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland proposed the Central Valley 
location in line with the preferences 
of the San Bernardino County 
Medical Society, which didn’t want 
the clinic across the street from the 
county medical center. 

The county medical society has 
said the first location would have 
placed the center in competition 
with private hospitals and doctors. 

Supervisor Dennis L. Hansberger 
of Yucaipa said the family practice 
clinic must be placed near the 
county medical center or some 
other San Bernardino hospital so 
that doctors will be encouraged to 
stay in the county and practice. 


“I cannot support a motion that I 
believe is a ‘pork barrel’ approach 
to medical care,’’ Hansberger said 
of Kamansky’s proposal. 

“The credibility of the project is 
in great danger at this point. We do 


some considerable moral offense to 
our constituency if we support an 
action which is clearly designed to 
meet some personal objectives 
apart from the intention of the 
grant.” 

Hansberger later accused 
Kamansky and board Chairman 
Robert O. Townsend of Chino of 
trying to show ‘‘they could deliver a 
project’’ to their own 
constituencies. 

Townsend, whose district includes 
much of the Central Valley, disputed 
Hansberger’s assertions, saying 
that area does have a shortage of 
family doctors. f 

Supervisor Robert L. Hammock of 
San Bernardino also spoke out 
against: Kamansky’s proposal for a 
Central Valley site for the clinic, 
which will have five family doctors. 

But Hammock eventually voted 
for the alternate location because he 
said he didn’t want to kill the 
project. 

Hammock said he agreed with 


arguments that the clinic must be ° 


located near a major San 
Bernardino hospital if it is to attract 
family doctors. 

“T’ll predict there are just too 
many hurdles for this to be 
overcome to be successful,’’ 
Hammock said.

Miscarriages not rare 


EDITOR’S NOTE:

When a pregnant woman 
loses her baby in the first 
» few months of prenatal 
development, the mishap is 
called a spontaneous abor- 
tion or, more commonly, a 
miscarriage. This is by no 
Means a rare occurrence; 
about one pregnancy in 10 
ends in miscarriage — most 
frequently by the third 
month. 

In about two-thirds of the 
cases of miscarriage, the 
loss of the baby is realted to 
some abnormality in the 
developing human life. It 
may be that the egg (or the 
sperm which fertilized it) 
was defective or that an ab- 
normality had developed in 
the embryo at an early 
Stage of its growth, or that 
something was abnormal 
about the placenta (the 
Structure by which the em- 
bryo is attached to the wall 


of the mother’s uterus). 
baby with this sort of pai 
defect at the outset 
probably would not be alive 
at birth, or if alive, might 
have grave disabling 
defects. Accordingly, doc- 
tors feel that when a mis- 
Carriage has started it is 
not always advisable to 
make heroic efforts to save 
the pregnancy. 

Not all threatened mis- 
carriages, however, are 
caused by abnormalities in 
the embryo. They may be 
triggered by malformation 
of the mother’s uterus, 
defects in the cervix (the 
entrance to the uterus from 
the vagina), abnormalities 
of the lining of the uterus 
(endometrium), or 
mechanical interference 
trom tumors of the uterus. 


A woman who has a 
systemic illness or a glan- 
dular disorder may lose her 
child in the early months of 
pregnancy Severe 
emotional stress may con- 
tribute to miscarriage, but 
miscarriage is almost 
never precipitated by exer- 
cise or travel. In most mis- 
carriages the exact cause 
cannot be determined.

Crime theories wrong 


By State Senator 
Bill Richardson 


Do you believe that 
criminals aren't 
responsible for their actions 
and are merely victims of 
society? 

Well, if you believe that, 
you might actuaily be 
contributing to crime 
yourself by promoting these 
ideas 

An exhaustive 15-year 
study has been released by 
an extremely prominent 
team of psychiatrists and 
psychologists. The study 
was conducted under the 
auspices of the National 
Institute of Mental Health. 

The new book entitled, 
‘*The Criminal 
Personality,’ completely 
shatters the old theories 
about criminal behavior 
and attitudes. 

The research program 
consists of in-depth 
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interviews, therapy 
sessions and follow-up 
analysis with hundreds of 
criminals who participated 
in a wide variety of crimes. 
As many as 8,000 hours 
were spent with an 
individual felon. 

The study was somewhat 
unique in that it dealt witha 
wide assortment of the 
unlawful — some in 
hospitals who were 
supposedly ‘‘mentally ill’’; 
many who were on 
probation or parole; and 
even outlaws never 
arrested but who were 
active in crime. 

The study was so 
extensive and thorough that 
it continued follow-up 
analysis with some 


criminals for as long as 10 
years. For the first time, a 
study had the opportunity to 
evaluate how the criminal 
functions at 
school, 


home, at 
in the community, 
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at work and in confinement. 

Let's take a look at two of 
the major myths which the 
study has exploded. 

— Myth No. 1: Criminals 
can’t help what they do; 
they are products of their 
environment. 


Wrong. The researchers 
found that felons behave the 
way they do because ever 
since early childhood they 
have made a series of social 
choices. Each bad choice 
compounded to eventually 
create a criminal thought 


Mayfield appointed 


First District San 
Bernardino County 
Supervisor James L. 
Mayfield has been 
appointed by Governor 
Jerry Brown to the state 
Planning Advisory and 
Assistance Council. 


The 18-member panel will 
meet monthly in 
Sacramento and will hold 
hearings throughout the 
state on matters relating to 
growth and land use. The 
council acts in an advisory 
capacity to the state Office 
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of Planning and Research, 
the governor and his 
cabinet. 

In accepting the 
appointment, Mayfield said 
“Dealing with the issues of 
growth must have the 
highest priority throughout 
the state. Our land is a 
resource and we must learn 
to treat it as such.” 

Mayfield is one of three 
county supervisors from 
throughout the state to be 
named to the council and 
the only one from Southern 
California. 
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pattern. 

As a matter of fact, the 
researchers found 52 
identical thought patterns 
which were present in each 
of the hundreds of criminals 
interviewed. 

The study also showed 
that the patterns were the 
same for ghetto - raised 
blacks and suburban whites, 
grade-school dropouts and 
college graduates. Over 
half the criminals came 
from stable homes and the 
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other half had at least one 
stabilizing influence. So 
much for environmental 
effect. 

— Myth No. 2: Many 
criminals are mentally ill 
and can be helped by 
placing them in hospitals 
rather than in jail. 

Wrong again. One of the 
prominent doctors involved 
in the study said 
unequivocally that he has 
not come across one 
criminal during the entire 
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15 years of the study whose 
criminality was a ‘product 
of mental illness. 

The researchers found 
that the criminals aren’t 
sick at all, they simply 
prefer a life of crime 
because it is exciting, or 
rewarding, demands no 
responsibilities, and in the 
world they describe as 
being full of bill - paying 
squares, the criminal is 


king. 
The study showed how 
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April 28, 1977 
criminals use the system to 
their own benefit. 
Criminals frequently had 
their lawyers plead ‘‘not 
guilty by reason of 
insanity.’’ The court would 
then assign them to a 
hospital for 90 days of 
observation. In a certain 
hospital in Washington, 
D.C., the so-called 90-day 
observation actually 
consisted of one hour of

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Jerry Voorhis 
donates papers 


The personal papers, 
documents, books and 
memorabilia of former U.S. 
Congressman Jerry 
Voorhis, whose life 
encompasses three careers, 
will become a special 
collection of the libraries of 
the Claremont Colleges. 

Announcement of the gift, 
called ‘‘The Voorhis 
Papers,’’ was made by 
Patrick Barkey, director of 
libraries. 

“I am deeply gratified 
that these papers can be of 
use to scholars in the 
future,’’ Voorhis said. The 
gift represents more than 40 
years of work during his 
active life. He admits the 
process of transferring the

1936-1946. He was defeated 
in his 1946 campaign for 
reelection by Richard 
Nixon. 

His father, Charles B. 
Voorhis, founded the 
Voorhis School for Boys in 
San Dimas in 1928. The 
younger Voorhis served as 
headmaster and trustee of 
the school, which served 
homeless boys, from its 
beginning to 1938. 

In 1947, he became 
executive director of the 
Cooperative League of the 
United States, based in 
Chicago. The league is a 
federation of various types 
of cooperative and mutual 
businesses, such as mutual 


retired from the position in 
1967 and, in 1970, he and his 
wife moved to Claremont, 
where they had originally 
lived while he was 
headmaster of Voorhis 
School and congressman. 


While the school was 
being organized in 1928, he 
earned his master’s degree 
from Claremont Graduate 
School, becoming the first 
person to receive a degree 
from the newly established 
institution. He received his 
BA in 1923 from Yale, 
where he was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa. 


Voorhis is the author of 
eight books, including 
‘‘Confessions of a 
Congressman’”’ (Doubleday, 
1947); ‘American 
Cooperatives’’ (Harper, 
1961), and ‘“‘The Strange 
Case of Richard Milhouse 
Nixon” (Eriksson, 1972). A 
ninth book, ‘‘Confession of 
Faith,’’ is yet to be 
published.

psychiatric observation. 
The criminals studied 
books on schizophrenic 
reactions and conducted 
seminars among 
themselves on how to act. 
They figured out the 
pictures on the Rorschach 
tests and draw the ones that 
make therm look crazy 
After the criminals have 
been determined to be 
“mentally ill’’ by virtue of 
their play acting, they then 
turn to convincing the 
hospital staff that they have 
recovered and, therefore, 
are eligible to be released. 
We know all too well what 
happens then — they 
commit more crimes. So 
much for being ‘‘not guilty 
by reason of insanity.” 
There is hope, however, 
in a method of criminal 
therapy which came out of 


his or her criminal thought 
patterns. The process has 
criminals take a ‘“morai 
inventory’’ on a daily 
basis. They are made to 
realize that their thought 
patterns and actions are not 
only wrong but don’t work 
in our society. 


Criminals are literally 
given the opportunity to 
accept a new code of ethics, 
a code built on traditional 
Christian - Judeo ethics 
such as ‘‘Thou shalt not 
steal’ and ‘‘Thou shalt not 
kill.’’ When criminals 
realize that these ‘‘old - 
fashioned values’’ work for 
them as well as others, then 
real change takes place.

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Life around what is now 
Los Angeles was 
considerably different 
during the ice ages some 
35,000 years ago. 

Sabbertooth cats, large 
dire wolves, giant ground 
sloths, mammoths and 
mastodons roamed the land 
freely, while an entire 
assemblage of smaller 
animals and birds made the 
area their home. 

Without help, the exact 
nature of these long extinct 
animals might have 
remained a mystery. But 
thanks to the generosity of 
nature, scientists have been 
provided with a gigantic 
fossil ‘‘time capsule’’ at the 
famed La Brea Tar Pits at 
Hancock Park in Los 
Angeles. 

And thanks to the gifts of 
two men — Captain G. Allen 
Hancock and George C. 
Page — the public has a 
new museum to house what 
these scientists have 
discovered lying below the 
pools of tar. 





Nature’s gift 

Located just a stone’s 
throw from Wilshire 
Boulevard in the heart of 
Los Angeles, the “‘tar pits’ 
formed when deposits of oil 
rose to the surface, 
collected in shallow pools, 
and coagulated into a sticky 
oil-evaporated — asphalt. 

These pools, frequently

Gift of nature, two men 


disguised by wind-blown 
sand and debris, would trap 
animals who stumbled in 
while fleeing predators. 
Other entrapments 
occurred when the pools 
were occasionally covered 
with water, and 
unsuspecting animals, 
wading in for a drink, would 
become mired. 


Helpless, they would 
either die of starvation or 
be attacked by predators 
who would themselves 
become trapped in the 
sticky, clinging asphalt. 
Sinking deeper and deeper 
as time passed, many of 
their oil-saturated bones 
have become remarkably 
well preserved. Over a 
hundred tons of fossil bones 
have been removed in the 70 
years that excavations have 
proceeded at La Brea. 

In some places, this 
entrapment still continues, 
occasionally entombing 
small rodents and birds. 

Although the asphalt in 
the pit was used by Indians 
for building fires, and 
eventually by white settlers 
in the late 1880s, the 
significance of La Brea as a 
deposit of important 
fossil bones wasn’t 
discovered until about 1875. 

In 1875 Major Henry 
Hancock, who owned the 
4,400 acres of Rancho La 
Brea, presented the saber 
of a sabertooth cat to

Professor William Denton 
of the Boston Society of 
Natural History, who 
immediately began 


investigating the discovery. . 


Work on the site lagged 
until the early 1900s when 
scientific interest began in 
earnest, and digs were 
begun under the direction of 
noted paleontologists. 


Gift of land 

By May of 1915, Captain 
Allan Hancock, who had 
inherited the rancho from 
his mother, donated the 23 
acres containing the tar pits 
to Los Angeles County for 
scientific study and 
development. 

Later named Hancock 
Park, scientific excavations 
by the Natural History 
Museum have continued 
intermittently from that 
time until the present. 
Excavations have been 
continuous at Hancock Park 
since 1969. 


A new building 

Until now, however, the 
reconstructed fossils have 
been located at the Los 
Angeles County Museum of 
Natural History and 
visitors to Hancock Park 
have been unable to view 
them without traveling to 
Exposition Park. 

It had long been the 
intention of the Natural 
History Museum to build a 
facility at Hancock Park, 


but delays and funding 
problems prevented them 
from doing so. 

Finally in 1972, George C. 
Page, industralist and 
entrepreneur turned 
philanthropist, approached 
the county with a proposal 
to build a museum. 

Page, who had always 
been fascinated with the La 
Brea fossils, had just 
donated four buildings to 
the Los Angeles Childrens 
Hospital and was eager to 
proceed with one of his long 
time dreams — the building 
of a unique museum to 
exhibit the many fossils 
recovered from La Brea at 
the site of their discovery. 

Page presented his idea 
to the Natural History 
Museum. After several 
months of negotiation, the 
task of planning, choosing 
architects and finding 
contractors was finally 
concluded, with actual 
construction beginning in 
June 1975. 


The Page Museum 


The new museum is one 
of the first ‘‘total concept’’ 
museums in the country. 
Carefully planned from 
beginning to end, it has 
avoided the haphazard 
approach that many 
museums succumb to when 
they begin adding to 
existing structures and 
displays. 


recovered at the tar pits. Designed by Thornton, 
Fagan, AIA and Associates, it is one of the most 
modern, innovative museums in the country. 
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IMPERIAL MAMMOTH — A 
family visiting the new George C.

The museum has been 
engineered as a Self-guidea 
“educational/involvement”’ 
tour the entices people to 
learn about the past through 
interesting, informative 
and entertaining exhibits. 

Entering the building is 
an experience in itself. 
Walking down into a grass 
covered pyramid and being 
greeted by a landscaped 
atrium that dominates the 
center of the building, 
creates a mood of the 
harmony of people and 
nature in natural science. 


Exhibits include: 

— Two mini-theaters, 
featuring identical 15- 
minute multi-media 
presentations to help the 
visitor understand the 
background and 
significance of La Brea, and 
introduce visitors to the 
exhibits. 

— An open area 
containing several of the 
reconstructed skeletons 
that have been popular at 
the Museum of Natural 
History. Carefully 
refurbished with the latest 
scientific techniques, the 
skeletons have been 
injected with epoxy cement 
and internally reinforced 
with steel rods. 

— “Asphalt is Sticky” 
exhibit. Rather than involve 
the visitor in a long, tedious 
explanation of the adhesive 
and pulling qualities of the 
asphalt that trapped the 
animals, they are invited to 
test it themselves. Stepping 
up to several enclosed 
containers filled with 


asphalt, youngsters and 
adults alike can grasp dip 
sticks that represent the 
legs of various animals 
mired in the sticky mess, 
and test their strength 
against nature. 

— “La Brea Woman” 
exhibit, one of the. most 
unusual in the museum. 
Nine thousand years old, 
she is the only human ever 
found in the pits. Using 
lighting techniques, she 
fades back and forth from a 
skeletal representation to a 
three - dimensional 
sculpture showing how she 
must have appeared in life. 

— Mural depicting the 
migration of man across the 
Bering Strait land-bridge 
into North America. It 
explains the presence of 
Indians like the La Brea 
Woman in California. 

— The most striking 
single skeleton ever 
recovered from La Brea, 
the giant 12-foot-high 
Imperial Mammoth that 
weighed 15,000 to 20,000 
pounds when alive. It is 
mounted so full-grown 
adults may walk under its 
10-foot ivory tusks, 
extending out over their 
heads. 

— Observation laboratory 
which will allow visitors to 
watch the scientists at 
work. Stepping up to a glass 
enclosure, visitors can 
observe the fascinating 
process aS museum staff 
and volunteers prepare the 
many fossil bones that have 
been retrieved from the La 
Brea excavations. 

— A second Connolly 
mural that depicts a scene 


Imperial Mammoth whose 10-foot 
long tusks tower above their heads. 
The new musuem opened to the 
public April 13. 


at La Brea some 35,000 
years ago. Complete with a 
life-size 14 foot high 
Mammoth, the mural helps 
visitors imagine what these 
extinct animals and the 
countryside around Los 
Angeles looked like during 
the Late Pleistocene epoch. 

‘‘Dinosaur Theater’’ 
which features a film on the 
great dinosaurs uncovered 
at excavations in other 
parts of the country. 
Because of their romantic 
popularity, many people 
come to La Brea expecting 
to see Dinosaurs, not 
realizing that they actually 
disappeared 65 million 
years before La Brea was 
ever formed. This film will 
give them a better 
understanding of the realm 
of the dinosaur and its 
relationship to the extinct 
animals of La Brea. 

— Two time-line exhibits, 
one of which depicts the 
five billion year history of 
the earth. The second, the 
La Brea Time Wall, follows 
the 40,000 year history of La 
Brea, correlating it directly 
with major events in the 
history of human beings. 

— A four-foot cube of 
bone-bearing asphalt 
displayed to show the 
‘“‘amazing’’ density of 
fossils at La Brea. To 
clarify the point, a 
transparent block - will be 
suspended above the 
asphalt filled with extinct 
animal bones in the 
approximate positions they 
were found in the pits. This 
will provide an X-ray view 
of the many fissil bones as 
they appear in the asphalt.

URGENCY ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF UPLAND RESTRICTING 
THE ISSUANCE OF BUILDING 

PERMITS 

The City Council of the City of 

Upland does hereby ordain as 
follows 
SECTION 1. It is hereby found 
and determined by the City Council 
of the City of Upland that as a result 
of a hearing held by the California 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board of the Santa Ana Region on 
April 22, 1977, the said Board, in its 
Order No. 77-122, found that 
Regional Plant No. 1 receiving the 
effluent from the City of Upland 
exceeded the effluent limitations in 
several respects as set forth more 
particularly in finding No. 2 of said 
Order and that any increase in the 
discharge of waste will increase the 
violation or likelihood of violation of 
waste discharge requirements and 
further unreasonably impair 
receiving water quality 

That at said hearing the City did 
commit itself through its authorized 
representative to require from the 
Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District a letter certifying sewage 
capacity as a prerequisite to the 
issuance of building permits for the 
improvement generating said 
effluent 

It is further found that there are 
negotiations now proceeding 
between the entitites which are 
contributing effluent to plant No. 1 
allocating gallonage to said plant on 
a mutually agreeable basis and it 
appears that this agreement should 
be effected within a period of one 
(1) week 

SECTION 2. The City Council 
does hereby direct that no building 
permits shall be issued by the City 
of Upland during the period from

December of 1975 they felt 
it was time to be heard. 

In late 1975 the group ran 
into Jack Douglas, manager 
for Aerosmith. Douglas 
took the group to Record 
Plant in New York to 
produce their first demo. 

And then, without a 
record contract yet signed, 
Starz starting backing up 
groups like Z.Z. Top, Styx, 
Charlie Daniels, Peter 
Frampton and the Outlaws.

Other than the

WHEREAS, the City finds that 
certain water softeners discharge 
heavy saline solutions directly into 
the sewage lines of the City adding 
substantially to the saline content of 
the sewage waste from the City; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the City 
Council of the City of Upland does

SECTION 1. Section 7540.4 of the 
Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows 

Section 7540.4 - Special Restric- 
tions - Water Softening Wastes 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any 
person to install, replace or enlarge 
any apparatus for softening or 
demineralizing all or part of a 
water supply to a property which 
has a connectivun to the City’s com- 
munity sewer if the apparatus 
makes use of any zeolite or resinous 
ion-exchange process and the 
apparatus produces waste water 
with a mineral or trace metal 
content which exceeds the 
limitations as shown in Section 
7540.5. No water dilution of the 
waste water from a water softening 
apparatus as described herein shall 
be allowed in the determination of 
the mineral or trace metal content 

(b) Such water softening or 
demineralizing apparatus as 
described in (a) above may be in- 
Stalled only if disposal of the waste 
water brine will be discharged into 
a non - reclaimable waste line or 
other facilities approved by the City 
Engineer and a letter of approval 
tor the installation of the said ap- 
paratus is issued by the City 
Engineer after inspection by him of 
such plans and/or specifications as 
the City Engineer deems ap- 
propriate to demonstrate full com- 
pliance.

Spring shade 
planting tips 


It’s time to plant your early spring shade garden with 
colorful annuals. Two outstanding choices for the assign- 
ment are Primroses and Cinerarias. Both have made 
successful transitions from the pot plant class into the 
Shade garden. As a result, months of bloom in the shade 
garden can be enjoyed in the cool months of late winter 


and early spring 


AS a shade plant, Primroses prefer a loose well drain- 
ed soil with a high content of organic matter or humus 
Be sure to keep the flower bed moist. Watch soil 
moisture between rains, as drying winds and cold 
temperatures can desicate plants quickly. Fertilize dur- 
ing the season as nutrients will tend to leach out of the 
soil during the rainy season 


Close planting will produce a showy effect of colorful 
blooms in yellow, blue, white, pink, and red. The plants 
may be set in flower beds in their pots for easy removal 
later. The pots can be orought indoors for springtime 


decorating. 


Cinerarias also love the cool weather and the shade 
Their foliage is dark green and the daisy-like flowers rise 
up above the foliage. Cinerarias bloom in attractively 
deep shades of blue, lavender, purple, carmine, rose, and 
pink. Cultural requirements for Cinerarias are similar to 


those of the Primrose 


Other good companion plantings for either the 
Primroses or the Cineraria are the Fairy Primrose, 
Mimulus (Monkey Flower), Columbine, Forget-Me-Not, 
and the English Daisy. All are shade lovers and do very 
well in moist, high humus soils 


Lawn care 


Once a good lawn is es- 
tablished from quality seed, 
proper maintenance 
becomes all-important if 
you want the kind of lawn of 
which you'll be proud, ac- 
cording to The Fertilizer 
Institute 

The institute lists four 
recommended practices for 
lawn care 

-1- Apply regular 
applications of lawn fer- 
tilizer and add lime when 
needed to correct ‘‘acid” 
soil conditions 

-2- Begin lawn mowing in 
the spring when grass is 
three inches high. Mow 
frequently during lush spr- 
ing and early summer 
growth so that large 
amounts of leaf area are not 
removed at one time. 

Check to be sure mower 
blades are sharp. Dull 
blades leave ragged, bruis- 
ed leaf edges, reducing the 
beauty of the lawn and often 
adding to disease suscep- 
tability. 

-3- Water when lawn 
begins to become dry ... and 
water to root depth 

-4- Practice regular weed, 
insect and disease control. 
Without this, all other ef- 
torts are wasted. 

Most fertilizers for- 
mulated for lawn use are 
available with herbicide 
pesticide incorporated for 
propert application along 
with fertilizer. Be sure to 
check the manufacturer’s 
recommendations for 
proper application of any 
lawn products 


Plants from 
old plants 


There are several ways to 
start new plants from older 
ones. Cutting slips from 
healthy, established plants 
and putting them in water 
or varmiculite is the most 
popular. 

When rooting slips in 
water try to use small 
bottles that are made of 
dark glass. Old pill bottles 
are ideal. 


Spider plants (cholophy- 
thum) can be propagated in 
two easy ways. Divide 
overgrown spider plants in 
the springtime and repot 
into sugntiy smaller pots. 
Be careful not to rip the 
roots when dividing them. It 
may help to wash some of 
the dirt off of the root ball 
with lukewarm water. 

The beautiful fleshy roots 
that the spider sends out at 
the end of its runners are all 
potential plants. 


~ Watch for the crocus 
; bloom in your area. This is 
the time you can give some 
quick first aid to winter- 
ravaged lawns in the form 
of extra care and feeding, 
says The Fertilizer 
Institute. 

Start with a thorough 
raking to remove heavy, 
wet, grass-smothering tree 


heaved soil. Heavy roiling, 
however, tends to compact 
soil in the root zone of the 
dense, clay soils — and has 
little effect on sandy soils. 

Worried about crabgrass? 
It does no good in the spring 
to pull out or rake 
crabgrass patches in the 
lawn. Crabgrass grows 
back from seeds, not by last 


year’s growth. So, just let 
crabgrass deteriorate in 
place. But do spread a 
recommended crabgrass 
preemergence material. 
These products set up an 
effective germination 
barrier which stops 
crabgrass before it can get 
started. 

Last, but likely the most 


important spring first aid 
measure for your lawn is 
adequate fertilization. 
There are many specially- 
formulated lawn fertilizers 
on the market, says the 
Institute, which can be used 
to give that first spring 
feeding to lawn grasses. 
Many of today’s lawn 
fertilizers for spring have 


incorporated crabgrass 
preventers in the mixture, 
so you can conveniently do 
two jobs at once. 

Follow the instructions on 
the bag. For many areas, a 
lighter application will be 
recommended for early 
spring so that grass plants 
don’t become too lush and 
“over grow” their built-in
